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SEEK COURT TEST INCOME TAX MAN NEWS NOTES AT 


CONORANGE SHIPPING 


Decision to seek a court test of 
one vital section of the state order 
regulating the shipment of oranges 
was reached at San Bernardino yes- 





terday at a conference of a group 
of San Bernardino and Riverside 
county shippers representing  or- 


chards worth several million dollars. 

Warrants will be issued today for 
the arrest of five shippers, it was 
announced by John P. Coy, horticul- 
tural commissioner, and one of these 
cases will be selected for the court 
battle that will be staged imme- 
diately. A petition for writ of habeas 
corpus will be filed and it is ex- 
pected the court hearing will be or- 
dered to take place within a period 
of 48 hours. 

Complaints Are Prepared 

Mr. Coy said that he was having 
cvomplaints prepared against C. M. 
Brown of Redlands, J. D. Langford of 
the Crown Jewel company, of Red- 
lands. John Cleghorn of Highlands, 
Louis Johnson, representing the Pep- 
per interests, and Harry Chase, rep- 
resenting the National Orange com- 
pany at Riverside. 

The section of the order of the 
state department of agriculture that 
is under fire is the last clause of 
Rule No. 3, which prevents the 
shipment of fruit which shows “the 
presence of crystals or a crystaline 
deposit of two or more segments.” 

“This is not a proper test for 
frosted fruit,” said C. M. Brown, 
prominent Redlands shipper and a 
member of the conference. “Fruit 
that was picked before the frost 
show these same so-called crystals. 
If this rule is continued in force 
not 5 per cent of the navel crop of! 
Southern California will be shipped.’ 

Claim Good Oranges Condemned 

“We are not opposing any law, 
but we are opposing a _ regulation 
which the state department of agri- 
cutlure has set up without author- 
; of law. This regulation that 


crystals. These same tiny white 
specks are on fruit picked before the 
frost. This is a vital matter to the 
citrus fruit industry. We do not 
want to ship fruit that would damage 
the reputation of California and will 
not ship it. but here is perfectly 
good fruit, fruit that will meet with 
entire satisfaction in the east, that 
we cannot ship. Several million dol- 
lars are at stake.” 

Harry Chase, head of the National 
Orange company of Riverside, de- 
clared that no fruit man dared to 
ship fruit that would not meet. sat- 
isfaction in the east. 

Shippers Often Face Loss 

“It costs $1,000 to deliver a car 
of fruit in the east, including freight, 
packing and picking,” he said. “If 
fruit arrives there in poor shape it 
cannot be sold for $1,000 and the 
shippers face a loss. 

“Why I have fruit that was not 
touched by frost and I. am afraid to 
pick it because I don’t know whether 
the inspectors will pass it or not. 
They can reject it because of these 
so-called crystals. 

John Cleghorn yesterday packed a 
car load of fruit and sold it before 
an inspector in order that he could 
be arrested and test out the validity 
of the “crystal” regulation. 

“T never heard of such a thing in 
all my years as a shipper,” he said. 


“Fruit that is perfectly good and 
never saw frost will have these 
specks which the inspectors. call 


crystals.” 

Indications are Mr. Cleghorn will 
be selected for the first case. 

Others present supported the fight 
on the “crystals” regulation.

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YOUNG MAN TAKES HIS MILLIONS 


BOUT a year ago Charles Garland, a Boston 
young man, refused to accept a million dollars, 

left him by his father. He said that he had 

not earned this money, and that no man has 
a right to wealth he has not earned. 

He coupled with this refusal an attack upon wealth 
and capitalism, which he said starves thousands while 
hundreds gorge. Of course the young man is a 
Socialist; and the Socialism in his consciousness was 
very wise in giving him this impulse, for a man’s 
socialistic tendencies seldom survive the test of wealth. 

There is going to be another application of that 
test, for the young man has thought it over and has 
cecided to accept the money. 

And there can be little doubt but that is the wiser 
decision; for if he is sincere in his idealism and there 
seems to be no question about that—surely a million 
dollars will help him more than poverty in putting 
nis ideals into practice. If he is right in his views, it 
is better for him to have the million than somebody 
who will use it to contest those views. A man with 
an ideal and a million dollars can do a great many 
good things, providing the million does not dull the 
edge of his ideal. Besides, the task of manageing 
a fortune may give him a more charitable view to- 
ward the rich, by teaching him that they have prob- 
lems of their own. 

Even if he is wrong in the plan he has to carry 
them out, he is richer in his ideals than he will be 
in his millions; but the millions married to his ideals 
may give birth to something useful, and anyway the 
experiment will be interesting and perhaps profitable,

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FREEDOM OF THE SEAS 

ANY observers of the proceedings of the Peace 

Disarmament Conference must have noted that 

the delegates have been walking all around the 

good old principle of the freedom of the seas, 
and have carefully refrained, in a way, from touch- 
ing it. The discussion of such questions as the 
use of submarines and the arming of merchant ships 
shows clearly enough that neutral rights at sea are 
exactly where the world war left them. And the war 
left them shot full of holes. 

-One of the famous fourteen points which Wilson 
fniled to press home at the Paris Peace conference 
was just this principle of neutral rights at sea. There 
was much talk about making the world safe for 
democracy and about saving civilization from the 
assaults of autocracy that most peeple seem to have 
forgotten that we actually went into the war because 
our rights at sea had been violated by the German 
government. 

And these people seem to have forgotten that our 
rights were also violated by England—though to a 
lesser extent—and that when we got into the fight 
we cheerfully violated the rights of Holland and the 
Scandinavian countries by enforcing blockades, the 
three-mile limit, and forcible search of their vessels. 

At Washington now they are talking about the 
‘‘recognition by the Powers of the existing rules of 
international law governing the action of submarines.”’ 
How about the good, old-fashioned principle that 
neutral countries must not be blockaded? That princi- 
ple has not yet been touched during the present 
negotiations. Yet, there cannot be another great war 
that does not violate it. In plain terms, there will 
be practically no neutral rights recognized; and any 
nation that insists upon its rights will have to fight 
for them as America did in the last war. The only 
protection this country or any other nation will have 
in the future is some substantial form of mutual agree? 
ment that will prevent war. 

It is now advocated by many that the greatest 
peace assurance is to create a deadly fear of war by 
all nations. The theory advanced is to be fully pre- 
pared in the supplies of airplanes, submarines and 
poison and inflammable gas, to be dropped upon in- 
vading warships and troop transports when they ar- 
rive within one hundred miles of our coast. The 
idea seems horrible, but effective. No nation or 
nations could land troops and invade our country, 
should this system be made effective, and the world 
knew it would be surely executed. 

Thus, poison and inflammable gas might be made 
the ‘greatest peace agent, and held in greater fear, 
than all the peace treaties, bonds and assurance that 
could be written by man. These inhuman methods 
might modify the sensitive and merciful feelings of 
humanity when they realized the invaders had full 
knowledge of the nature of defense. 

However, the old quotation might prove true that 
‘Fools rush in where angels fear to tread,’’ not- 
withstanding.—G. H. Waite.

ELECTRICAL ENERGY 

T was Watt who more than a century ago 

coined the term ‘‘horsepower,’’ using a strong 

dray horse as a unit. Assuming that a horse 

produces one horsepower—which is true, of 
course, only for the few hours that he can stand 
continuous effort—it would take twenty million horses 
to furnish the power now supplied by electrical central 
stations in the United States. 

‘“If those twenty million horses,’’ says an authority, 
‘‘were tied to both sides of a picket line in accordance 
with the U. S. Army Field Service Regulations, the 
double line of horses would be 6,300 miles long, twice 
the distance from New York to San Francisco.”’ 

A cartoonist could make that picture graphic, as 
he could a pieture of the 1,400,000 individual men 
and women in America who are reported to have 
money invested in electrical securities; and as he 
could make a picture of the three hundred million 
dollars in funds which the insurance companies are 
said to have invested in electrical securities. 

We pass to something more important and less easy 
to picture: the growing need of the country for 
homes. House building lags. Whatever increase in 
homes we make is more than kept pace with by the 
increase in population. The need must be met, and it 
will be; but we should remember that every home 
that is built is a ‘‘prospect’’ for electric energy. It 
will need a telephone, or electric lights, or gas, or 
all three—and it will need transportation close by it, 
the closer the better. 

The public-utility companies, to meet this great de- 
inand, must develop and must finance the dévelop- 
went. The financing is done either by selling securi- 
ties directly to the holders or to the same holders 
indirectly through the insurance companies and banks. 

The spirit of fair play, will make this financing pos- 
sible on a basis that is fair and just to the com- 
panies and the public. The cheaper we can make 
shafts and wheels turn; the more we can cut down 
transportation costs; the more we can use the great 
natural forces now dormant in rivers and waterfalls, 
the better will we be able to keep, not only abreast 
but ahead of the competition of the world in the mak- 
ing of those articles that other countries can produce 
as well as we. 

Hand in hand with the development of transporta- 
tion will go this giant, electricity, to cut down the 
cost of railroad operation, to give better street-car 
service, to turn more wheels, to carry more messages 
over the telephone and telegraph lines; in plain words, 
to lift this country up and on.—Collier’s Weekly.

Moisture is just as essential to 
proper action in the soil to bring 
about real fertility as the chemical 
elements. Without moisture those 
subtile combinations which the 
chemist ealls nitrification cannot 
take place. The layman says 
‘“‘Moisture is necessary for de- 
composition.’? This means that 
the forms in which the plant food 
is found in the soil must be 
changed by breaking down the 
materials into other forms. The 
phosphorus may be tied up in the 
original roek from which the soil 
lis made, so also with the potash. 


Nitrogen may be tied up in in- 
soluble compounds until reduced 
by decay processes to available 
nitrogen. For these processes 
moisture is essential. Then again 
the soil may be kept so wet that 
deleterious compounds may be 
fermed instead of available ones. 
The chemists say denitrification 
takes place. For these reasons 
the times fox irrigation should be 
so timed as to obtain a maximum 
efficiency in the soil processes. 
‘The farmer says the soil must be 
rept friable and not sticky.

AMONG COUNTY FUNDS'| 





Fifty-two Per Cent of Money | 
Raised by Taking Property 
of San Bernardino County 
Goes to Support 
Of Schools 





The largest apportionment in 
the history of the county amount- 
ing to $1,590,090.65 in tax money 
collected during the first half of 
the 1921-1922 fiscal year to the 
various county funds was made 
Tuesday by Chief Deputy C. E. 
Hammer of County Auditor 8S. 
G. Berger’s staff. Schools of the 
county will receive $828,336.17 or 
52%per cent of the total sum. 

The general government fund 
which also ineludes the mainten- 
ance of special highways, prison 
camps, oiling roads, up-keep of 
bridges, mountain and desert 
roads and the county garage was 
apportioned $404,736.62 or 26 per 
cent of the entire tax money, be- 
ing the second largest item on the 
list.

Professor Cruessy who, with Lal 
Singh, a graduate student, made 
the investigation, believes the 
marmalade juice as canned, ac- 
cording to their research work, 
has great possibilities, not only 
for housewives, but also for eom- 
mereial marmalade manufactur- 
ers, ’ 

The juice is prepared from 
oranges and lemons by slicing or 
crushing, followed by boiling and 
pressing of the fruit and settling 
of the juice. With the juice is 
combined finely sliced orange peel 
which has been boiled. The mix- 
ture is canned without the ad- 
tion of sugar and. sterilized in 
the same manner as canned fruit. 

To make a_ jelly-like marma- 
lade, the required amount of 
sugar is added when the can is 
opened, and the mixture is boiled 
for two minutes. After standing 
in glasses for several hours it 
solidifies to a clear amber pro- 
duct of delicious flavor, it is 
said. 

800 Quarts to Ton of Fruit 

A ton of the mixed fruit will 
yield 800 quarts of the marma- 
lade juice. It can be manufae- 
tured for less than ten cents a 
quart, and should reach the eon- 
sumer at less than 25 cents a 
quart, it is stated. At this price 
the consumer can make a super- 
ior marmalade costing 6 to 7 
cents for a six-ounce glass, with 
the cost of added sugar included, 
it is believed.
